FURS AND MYSTERY 


An Educafional Advertisement— 


By Blueta's. 


The demand for anything and 


everything furry prior to the start 
of the war in 1914 had carried 
the prices of all skins to top notch 
and would, -without doubt, have 
exterminated 
most . fur-bearers, 


including the fisher, had not mil- 
lions of men been occupied with 
the killing of each other. 


The fisher is the largest mem- 


ber of the marten or sable family 
and is found in Canada, the Lake 
Superior region, 
northern 
New- 


York and occasionally in Pennsyl- 
vania. 
This animal is slender of 


body, has a long pointed head, 
short limbs and a long and very 
furry tail; its fur is dense and of 
good color, but shorter than the 
fur of the marten. 


Many variations are noticeable 


in its fur, -which is generally of a 
blackish hue ^ith a greyish tinge 
on the head and shoulders; some 
specimens are brown on the back 
and grey on the sides; others are 
a paler shade of brown, and a few 
have a while spot at the throat. 


The fur of the fisher, aside from 


hems in fashion in America anil 
P,irii, found a ready market in 
Russia, where it was used for the 
making of costly robes, ladies- 
hats, etc. Fisher tail trimming is 
11 Ko'very popular at times.
